Twenty-eight L Locomotives 
» Ordered for Service in 
West 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
MONTREAL, Que., Dec, 21-——-Wes- 
tern Canada will benefit materially by 


the locomotive construction program 
just announced by the Canadian Na- 
tlonal Railways. Orders have been 
placed for 30 new locomotives for pas- 
senger and freight service, and of 
these 28 will go into use in the wes- 
tern region of the system In addi- 
ion to this, five switching engines 
are ‘now in the course of construction 
at the Canadian National shops in 
Winnipeg, for service in the west. 

When the 12 huge mountain type 
locomotives which have been ordered 
zo on the rails next spring, the crack 
ranscontinental train, the Continen- 
tal Limited will be hauled all the way 
from Montreal to Kamloops, B.C., by 
super-power, the farnous 6000 class 

The new passenger locomotives will 
oe built by the Montreal Locomotive 
Works and will be delivered tn tine 
for the summer time-table of the sys- 
tem in May or early June. ‘Two of 
them will be oil burners. 

Orders for 18 freight engines of the 
Santa Fe type have been given to the 
Canadian Locomotive company of 
Kingston. They will all go west. Ten 
of them will use oll for fuel 

In addition to the 30 engines or- 
fered and the five switchers being 
ouilt in the system's shops, five 
switching locomotives for use i the 
‘ast are being constructed in tho 
Point St, Charles shops, Montreal. 
Several of them will be used in the 
Atlantic region. Progress is also be- 
ing made fn the building of a Mikado 
type engine for experimental pur- 
poses, The first of the switching en- 
rines will be ready by the end of Feb- 
ruary, and the others will be delivered 
by June 1

The prairie air mail service has been 
postponed for another month, because the 
beacons and landing places are still not in 
condition. To postpone the service was 
of course the only thing to do in the cir- 
cumstances. The west does not want air 
mail at the price of undue risk to the lives 
of the airmen. But it is to be hoped 
when the planes do get going that they 
will be able to keep to schedule better than 
the preliminary arrangements have done, 


TIME TO SETTLE THIS 


Apparently the desultory correspond- 
ence between Hon. Vernor Smith and last 
year's city council resulted in a dead-lock 
on the question of whether a connecting 
fee is due from the city telephone system 
to the provincial system. It is more than 
two years since this claim was put for- 
ward. Quite clearly the Minister and the 
civic authorities are no nearer to an agree- 
ment now than when the controversy be- 
gan, if they are not farther apart. 

Whatever the merits of the case, the 
new council should take the necessary 
steps to get this question submitted at an 
early date to the proposed board of arbi- 
tration, and thus put in line for settle- 
ment without further unnecessary delay. 
If the city owes anything to the province, 
it is time to start paying. If it does not 
owe anything, it is time that the city was 
freed of the accusation that it is sponging 
on telephone users in other parts of the 
province. 


BROADCASTING NOT A REMEDY 


That there are a very considerable 
number of men in Edmonton, as in other 
large centres in Canada, who are out of 
employment is not to be denied, discounted 
or ignored. On the contrary, the fact is 
one to be faced frankly, and to which 
municipal, provincial and federal authori- 
tics should give all possible practical at- 
tention. But it will assist materially to 
the proper dealing with the situation if it 
is remembered that exaggeration always 
does more harm than good where condi- 
tions of the kind require a remedy. There 
is such a thing, even, as aggravating the 
conditions by unwise or disproportionate 
publicity. ’ 

To represent the present situation as 
unheard-of, or as being desperate, is 
neither candid nor helpful. There is un- 
employment in Edmonton, and every other

This apprenticeship, however, was to eventuate 
in a very valuable fashion for mankind; it created in 
young Pare a fondness for surgery and anatomy, then 
only dimly understood. He had not much opportunity 
for study, and what knowledge he did acquire he had 
to fight for, but he won through and in 1536 we find 
him received as a master barber-surgeon. It was as 
a French army surgeon thet he made startling pro- 
gress. War, always a fine field for surgical progress, 
held limitiess opportunities in his day, for knowledge 
then was not much greater than nil. Those of us who 
“popped the parapet” as the first lights of dawn were threatening to flood the 
East, as the novelists will have it, were at least solaced by the fact that if we 
did happen to “stop” a bad “one” it would not be cauterised with boiling ol! 
or red hot iron. It was Pare who learnt to tle up arteries, Also in the treat- 
ment of gunshot wounds he made great improvements, In fact in many ways 
he so improved surgical practice as to become known as the father of modern 
surgery.

Considering that the matter had 
feached a climax in Calgary, a large 
group of women representatives of 30 | 
organizations met in the southern city 
on a recent afternoon and sent a 
resolution to tne premier of Canada 
pointing out the critical situation 
existing in Calgary. With this was an 
pipene request that the government 
help in alleviating this condition, A | 
request was also sent to the mayor | 
and city council to give immediate 
help until such time as the govern- 
ment may send aid 

While several organizations and 
churches have sorved one meal a day | 
for several weeks to unemployed men 
and are planning to continue the work 
as long as it is absolutely necessary 
the problem of giving shelter to these 
destitute men still remains unsolved | 
it was pointed out. About 150 young

“The majority of these men look 
one straight in the eye, We have not 
passed a plate of food without being 
thanked for it. The crowd is always

That money for sheltering these 
men may be forthcoming at once, an 
appeal will be made to the mayor and 
the aldermen by a body of represent~- 
ative women, The city will be asked 
to bear the expense until such time 
as the government, either provincial 
or federal, comes forth with assistance 
or some plan of relief 

A letter will be sent to the Cana- 
dian Pecific railway asking that the 
men who have been laid off work be 
reinstated as soon as it is possible. ; 
The acute situations that have arisen | 
as a result of men being thrown out | 
of work will be pointed out in this 
letter.

Of the five men that formed thr 
delegation, it was revealed that three 
were not unemployed but stated they 
were acting as spokesmen for the Un- 
employed Association The city has 
previously announced that it was only 
providing emergency relief work for 
the bona fide married residents of the 
city In needy circumstances, The com-

decisions of the courts, or the passing 
of retroactive legislation, but in more 


recent years “the abuse of power” has

ultra vires or unconstitutional 

One of the most notable attempts 


of recent years to secure disallowance 
of @ proviincial act on the ground of 
interference with vested rights wus 
that in connection with the Ontario 
Power Commission Amendment act 

An important application for disal- 
lowance was made with respect to an 
Act of the Alberta legislature of 1910 
whereby the legislature confiscated to 
the general revenue fund of the pro- 
Vitice certain money then on deposit 
with certain banks, the proceeds of the 
sale of bonds of the Alberta and Great

Once James Otis said to his sister,, 
Mrs. Warren: 

“My dear sister, I hope when God 
Almighty, in His righteous providence 
shal] take me out of time into eternity

It was an idea often repeated by} 
this great orator of Revolutionary 
days, whose speech on George IIl's 
Writs of Assistance, designed to stop | 
smuggling by the colonists, was set 


down by John Adams as giving birth | 
the child Independence.” 

So far, however, as we know, It did | 
not enter his mind until after an un- | 
fortunate blow on the head had cost 
him his reason—except for intermit- | 
tent periods of sanity. In view of the | 
nature of his death, when it finally 

came in 1783, one is almost tempted | 
to ask if this injury did not in some 

way endow him with a mysterious | 
sense that dimly suggested what ac- 
tually was to be his fate. 

The thought that in losing reason 
@ man might acquire a prescience hr 
not ordinarily have seems too | 
fantastic to be credited. Neverthe- 
less the case of Otis arouses such | 
speculation. 

From such records as are obtainable | | 
it appears that six weeks before his) 
death on Friday afternoon, May 23 |

UNIQUE RACE 
| FIRST PRIZE | 
GOES TOLAST 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—Many are the 
thrills in a fast automobile speedway 
race, yeb many are the laughs and 
thrills in the slowest race in the world, 
@n annual event staged at the ever 
unusual Montmartre. 

This strange automobile contest 
had its Inception seven years ago. At 
that time other French resorts were 
attracting tourists and motorists by 
their tests of automobile speed and 
driving skill. Montmartre was losing 
out and so the Free Commune of Old 
Montmartre decided to cash in on the 


automobile and stage this strange race 

Of necessity, this contest had to be 
one of slowness rather than speed 
Montmartre is situated on the side of 
the Mount of the Martyrs, and its 
streets, not one of them longer than 
six blocks, run up the sides of the 
mountain, A hill-climb was the log- 
ical thing to stage, but in such a short 
distance, a contest of speed was out of 
| the question. 

So the annual “course de la cote au 
ralenti” (ascent of the hill at slow 
speed) was instituted 

Thrills Galore! 


It may all sound dull and unex- 
citing, but the rules laid down see to 
jt that this novel race is one of the 
most thrilling now being staged. The 
idew Is to make the hill In the longest 
possible time without stalling. Ib is 
permissible to zig-zag across the 
| course, drag the brakes or retard the 
spark to slow the speed, but if the 
engine stalls or the driver as much a: 
touches the clutch with his foot, he 
is eliminated. 

An official rides in each car to 
see that no rules are broken, but that 
is unnecessary, as the large crowds 
that line the course watch every 
driver's movements and their shouts 
and guffaws provide a menta! handl- 
cap that adds to the difficulty of the 
climb. 

Rare skill ts required to complete 
the climb in the maximum time, for 
the’ least misjudgement kills the en- 
gine, Superior carburetion and ig- 
nition are essential, and the prover 
bial slow tortoise could easily outdis- 
tance some of the drivers who creep 
up the course trying not to finish first 
but last, for ike in golf, the low scorer 
wins and not the high. 

Even when the drivers are doing 


| well, the chaffing and ralllery from 


the garrulous groups along the curb 
make the climb treacherous to those 
easily affected, But when a motor 


misses fire, it's just too bad, Railiery 
screams from the jeering crowds who 
seem to come more to ride the losers 
than cheer the winners 

Forty-Two Entries 

Forty-two drivers entered the con- 
test this year, which was organized by | 
the Automobile Club Tle de France 
All of the town policemen were out 
to guard the course, Business houses 
closed down and the crowd was #0

course. ‘The officials didn't fear en | 
accident to anyone getting In the way | 
of one of these suall-like motors, but | 
they feared that a collision with a} 
pedestrian would cause the contestant } 
to stop. 

The contestants move like snails up 
the hill, covering a zig-zag course in 
low gear, From time to time an over- 
anxious driver cuts his motor too lean 
or drags his car below its pulling 
power, and becomes the subject of 
numerous jokes from the Jeering mob 
on the curb, 

Laboriously the motors pull up the 
course, those in the front trying their 
utmost to slow down and let those be 
hind pass them and finish first. 'To- | 
ward the finish, the zig-zag line of the | 
first cars becomes a sidewise move~ 
ment, with very little forward motion 

The best time—or worst—at thi 
recent event, was made by an Am- 
ericgn car, a Graham-Paige, piloted 
by M, Feraut. He managed to average 
the startling speed of nearly one mile 
an hour, finishing the course last tn 
the time of 26 minutes and 43 seconds, 
Second place went to a Peugeot, which 
finished almost three minutes ahead 
of the American car, | 

After the finish the mayor and a 
guard of honor met the victor and 
presented him with a prize—a Limoges 


vase. Followed much drinking of 

champagne in celebration after which 

several of the drivers on foot zig- 

zagged their way down the same 

course they had zig-zagged up.

As an ald to proper cooling through 
cold weather, a radiator shutter is 
found highly useful and economical. 
The radiator at this time ofthe year 
has so high a cooling efficiency that 
it is difficult to bring the temocrature 
of the engine up to its best operating 
point The shutter helps this. 

By keeping the shutter closed until 
the temperature of the engine has 
risen to Ife most effective mark, much 
gasoline will be saved and dilution of 
the crankcase oil will be prevented 
Choking of the carburetor feed will be 
limited, and all the fuel going into the 
combustion chambers will have a good 
chance of burning rather than flowing 
down the cylinder walls. 

Once the engine is warm enough 
the shutter may be opened just enough 
to keep the solution in the cooling sys- 
tem from cooling down too quickly. 

If you have a radiator shutter that 
is thermostatically controlled, the 
thermostat wil take care of that. But 
in the case of a mechanically or hand- 
controlled shutter, it is up to the driver 
to watch a motometer or judge the 
point at whch the temperature of the 
engine can be kept at ‘‘s proper oper- 
ating level, 

With the shutter keeping the engine 
up to the right heat and the anti- 
freeze mixture preventing trouble 
from co!d weather, motoring in winte: 
should be a pleasure. 

. . . 

But the combination of shutter and 
anti-freeze is sometimes a difficult 
one to handle. It ts sometimes mis- 
leading. If glycerine or ethylene gly- 
col is used, waiting for the red ne in 
the thermometer to rise to the “oper- 
ating temperature’ mark would be 
walting too long and the engine would 
be overheated at that point. If al- 
cohol is used, the red reaches the oper- 
ating temperature line inuch too soon 

The reason for this difference in 
operation Hes in the fact that the 
thermometer registers the temperature 
of the air above the solution in the

Motors are designed to work most 
efficiently when the water jacket tem- 
perature ts between 160 and 180 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. When the outside 
temperature is just above the freezing 
point, and there's glycert:. ir the 
cooling system, the water jacket, heat 
will reach the point of best efficiency 
With the red in the thermometer show- 
ing only one-third of the way up. ‘The 
shutter should then be opened wide. 
_ At wero temperature the red will 
barely show when the coollug solution 
temperature is just right 

If alcohol is the anti-freewe, it will 
cause the cooling solution to reach a 
high temperature more quickly than 
glycerine will, Therefore it will cause 
the thermometer to reach the operat- 
ing point even before the motor har 
reached it, 

Despite this, however, the motorist 
sould not permit the thermometer to 
fo beyond the operating level, or the 
alcohol in the solution will boll out 
destroy the lacquer finish of the hood 
at the filler cap,and reduce the 
amount of anti-freeze in the solution 

. . . 

Once glycerine ts added to th» cvol- 
ing system, there is no need to re- 
plenish it—provided, of course, there 
is no leak. Water might have to b 
added to the system from time to time 
but not glycerine. 

Alcohol, however, requires replenish- 
ing, since It bolls away easily. Service 
station attendants can tell you wheth- 
er you need more alcohol, by testing 
the solution with special hydrometers 
Such a test should be made fre- 
quently.
